tbe basis of al I circulating medium, it en- 
dorses tbe amended coinage act of the'IafU 
Republican Congress, by which the entire 
production ot tbe silver mines of the Unit- 
ed States is added to the currency of tbe 
people; demands tbe free exercise by every 
person of tbe supreme and sovereign rltht 
to cast one ballot at lawful elections 'and 
have it honestly counted; demands the en- 
actment of laws that will protect our coun- 
try and people against the Influx of vicious 
and criminal classes of foreign nations and 
the importation ol laborers under contract 
to compete with our own citf/ens. 


Earnestly approves a rigid enforcetaent 


of the existing laws by the present Na- 
tional Administration. Favors economy 
In the administration of National anc* 
State aflaira ; tbe prompt and effective re- 
straint of all combinations qf capitalists 
for purposes unlawful or at variance with 
sound policy; favors liberal' pensions to 
tbe sailors and soldiers of tbe republic 
and to tbe generous care of their widows 
and orphans. The patriotism, wisdom and 
ability of tbe administration of President 
Harrison commands cordial approval and 
support, especially the policy of reciproc- 
ity by which oui trade may tte vastly in- 
creased by commercial treaties with other 
nations. Commends tbe vigorous foreign 
policy of tfce administration, wbicb com- 
manded the respect of foreign nations for 
the flag o£ our cbnntry.

He coald 
see no danger under tbe present policy ofi 
not being able to continue the existing 
status between gold and silver. 


In big speech Mr. Sherman paid a high 
tribute to Mr. McKinley and his tariil bill, 
He spoke against toe free coinage uf 
silver.
